1. DEUTSCH FAMILY IN CORDOBA CONTINUES TO WAIT FOR WORD FROM THE 
MINISTRY OF INTERIOR THAT LILIANA DEUTSCH WILL BE TRANSFERRED 
TO BUENOS AIRES FOR FINAL PROCESSING TO LEAVE ARGENTINA UNDER 
THE RIGHT OF OPTION PROGRAM, 


2. EMBOFF SPOKE TO SUBJECT'S FATHER ON MONDAY, JULY 31. 

ALEJANDRO DEUTSCH HAS BEEN ASSURED BY MININT' S ASSISTANT 
SECRETARY FOR INTERNAL SECURITY COL. SAN ROMAN THAT THE 
PROCEDURES FOR THE RIGHT OF OPTION RELEASE OF HIS DAUGHTER 

ARE ON THE TRACKS. (EMBASSY CONTINUES TO RECEIVE SAME ASSURANCES) 
DEUTSCH SPOKE TO SAN ROMAN ON JULY 25 AND WAS TOLD THAT A FEW 
MORE DAYS WERE NEEDED FOR THE PROCESSING OF LILIANA DEUTSCH' S 
PAPERS. SAN ROMAN PROMISED DEUTSCH AGAIN TO CONTACT HIM AS
